It occurred to me that WACril must have fairly well developed associations with 
former military officers to produce such a conolete document in so short a 
time. 

The second occasion was at a dinner to which WA'HI Invited me along with ’falter 
Nichols of CI&S. ~his dinner w* s held in nlerge, rrmhibing house directly oehind 
the Old war Ministry at Pershing Hieghts. “’he house is now a “hotel" which 1m 
run by a former Japanese Navy captain and whose guests appeared to oe almost 
entirely of the people were associated ith the White Lotus Society. x 'hc3e 
who did nit wear the oriestly robes wore their oil Japanese Navy uniforms with 
the buttons and stripes removed. They addressed each other in temrs of their 
former naval ranks. 

At this dinner YACHI told me with great relish of his activities in connection 
with the American diplomatic codes. He particularly delighted in Bis former 
exploits breaking into the American consulate ixrxxtki General at Kobe on a regu- 
lar monthly oasis to ertrac k the code key from the Consulate General's safe. 

He talked at great length about the difficulties 'n intercepting, monitoring 
and breaking Soviet codes, and indicated that he had given the bevefit faf his 
experience to teh signal intelligence officer of the PEC. In discovering that 
I hnd been in the Navy during the war and that my ship h^d been hie twice by 
Japanese suidide planed, he w^nt into a Iona discussion of the merits of suicide 
tactics and his personal evaluation of what could h~ve :een done in the Philip- 
pines If proper kami-kaze squadrons had oe-n stationed there, ^he atmosphere 
of the whole gathering was considerably more military than religious. x he priest- 
ly robes did not notceaoly inhibit the wearer’s appreciation of s.’ ke or the 
geisha waitresses. 

My third experience with WACkI and his organization waa in attendance at A 
sumo wrestling exhioitlon held in ti e recreation area »t Sugamo Prison for the 
benefit of the war criminals interne! there. x his exhibition, which featured 
all the chafipion ouno wrestlers who will shotrly appear in th* national finals 
at Tokyo were arranged by the White Lotus Society, ^looefc all 6$ the war crimin- 
als were prosent and obviously enjoyed themselves. ~llof them, from the young 
bullies 1/ prisoned fof e rocities to the dignified old generals and statesmen 
iioprisoned for their war plans, rose removed their cars '.nd stood at respect- 
ful attention while Chaplain SSKIGUCnl , alaressing them as tkx #Men of Sugarnc" 
described to them the efforts of the Whi + e Lotus ^oviety in bringing the suno 
wrestlers to the prison for their benefit. 

It appears obvious that -ACHI and his society have achieved a prominence which 
will continue to grow. They have recently removed
